Anecdotes of his extraordinarily cheap 
luncheons, or of his anxiety to save a 
penny whenever !t was possible, never 
failed to excite amusement, not to say 
ridicule. It may readily be granted 
that Mr. Sage’s outward life had In It 
little to appeal to popular sympathy 
or affection; yet there was much tfn It 
to appeal to common sense. His inde- 
pendence of public opinion, the sim- 
plielty of a life led amid much sense- 
less and disgusting ostentation, his bus!- 
ness probity and foresight, bis rellgious 
constuncy and the purity of his domes- 
tle life, are all facts upon which young 
men may ponder with profit. More- 
over, no man can be judged witb abso- 
lute justice by his fellows, least of all, 
one who lived so reserved and self- 
contained a life as Mr. Sage. 





The railroads in China now !a oper- 
ation, under construction or projected

And of course It Is only the Legdnulng, 
for China seems to bave started fairly 
on a policy of internal development, 
with prospects for rapid growth in the 
future, A few years ago in discussing 
Chinese rallroads little or no atteption 
would have been paid to concesfions to 
Chinese compantes. Such concessions 
would bave been regarded as Jokes, 
ind all attention would have been cen- 
tered on the I!nes of political or stra- 
tegical Importance dominated by Euro- 
pean companies. Now the list of con- 
cessions shows almost as many In Chi- 
nese hands as In the hantls of all other 
countries together. Sixteen Chinese 
concessions are listed, some of them of 
minor importance, but others com- 
manding main lines of rallroad devel- 
opment {In the empire. Such, for !n- 
stance, Is the Canton-Mankow Iine, re- 
cently taken over from American cap!- 
talists, which will forza one-half of the 
great trunk Hne from north to south. 
Another line, the Hang-chow-Soochow 
road, will form the basis for a great 
east and west trunk I!ne. It ts true 
the Chinese capitalists and gorern- 
ment officials are in many cases quar- 
reling over the contro! of these ines 
and delaying their construction, and 
much wil] depend on thelr ability to 
smooth out thelr jealousies, The fact 
remains that In the majority of eases 
Chinese engineers are busily engaged 
in construction work and Chinese rail- 
coad men are personally operating fines 
for Chinese owners. The other eonces- 
sions are divided between the British, 
Germans, French, Belgians and Portu- 
guese.

sels, representing every type of ship in 
use {n the navy except a hospital shiy 
and a warlue silp, greeted the :

forty-three Aghting ships, rauging from 
the massive battleships, [ike the Rhode 
Island, of 16,000 tons, costlug $5,000,-

giula, of 15,000 tons, costing $5,800,000, 
down to the submarine Shark, of 12u 
tous, costing probably $150,000, The

If Frank K. Hipple, president of the 
Philadelphia Rea] Estate Trust com- 
pany, had not Leen so conspicuous !n 
church work his wrecking of that con- 
cern would have been no less serious 9 
blow to one of the leading financial in- 
stitutions of the city and would have 
caused no less distress. But had he not 
been so promineatly Identified with re 
ligious affairs be could searcely have 
acquired such confidence as placed him 
in a position where It was possible for 
lim to misinvest, by a system amount 
ing to theft. $7,900,000 deposited with 
the tnstitution of which he was the 
head. The downfall of no other man 
in Philadelphia, save John Wanamaker. 
conld have created such a sensation a- 
the crash whieh followed the suicide 
So carefully were the 
circumstances of iis death concealed by 
iis family that it was not untl! after 
the exposure of his financlal misdeeds 
that it became known how he died. He 
took leudanum and then lay down tn 
his bathtub and turned on the water.

To the board of di- 
rectors, Who had an amazing amount of 
confidence Ju thelr president, HIpple 
would take the auditor's certificate that 
the loans were correct and the direct- 
ors at thelr regutar waiectiuge would ve 
suspectingly and unhesitatingly pass 
them. In reality Hipple loaned the 
eompany’s money to on amount corre- 
sponding exactly with the bogus Iist 
on collateral of doubtful value, not ne- 
zotiable or readily convertible. Nelther 
the auditor nor the directors ever saw 
flipple’s real Hst of wildcat loans,

|SOUNDS DOOM OF FARM HORSE. 





Agricultural Motor Car In Destined 
to Do Hin Work. 

Good-by to Dobbin, the faithful and 
sturdy old farm horse, writes David 
Beecroft In Technical World Magazine. 
No longer will “the plowman homeward 
plod his weary way.” Instezd be will 
simply turn on the second spead of his 
agriculiural metor-car and go dashing 
up the lane to the farm house at the 
rate of twenty miles an hour, 

In the early months of 1902, what 
provedto be the first successful gasoline 
agricultural motor appeared, coutesting 
at nearly all of the great agricultural 
competitions of the season lu England, 
and carrying off the gold medals from 
the horse Iu every contest. 

Plowing proved to be the first pliase 
of farm labor to which the agricultural 
motor wis Introduced, and at which, 
four yeurs ugo, it made Its lulchal repu- 
cove fihd bea hg pEBWRe 
and here the agriculturist expected to 
mire the Internal coubustion motor, 
but be signully failed. For a plowing 
test among horses, steum power und the 
gasoline mocor, two and three-quarter 
acres of very heavy clay soil were se- 
lected. It was a condition that the 
furrows were to be nine Inches wide 
and six Inches deep. In dolog the work 
nine horses, three to a plow, with three 
| drivers and three boys, did the work at 
a total cost of eight doNars and twenty- 
eight cents, or at the rate of three dol- 
lars and sixiy-¢ ght cents per acre. By 
steam power the total cost of plowing 
the sume area amounted to a total of 
nine dollars and elght cents, or at four 
dollars and eight cents per acre, and 
with the gasoline motor the cost total- 
ed four dollars and forty-four cents, or 
at one dollar und ninety-seven cents per 
acre, For plowing purposes a three- 
furrowed plow ts Invariably used ex-

GLASSES WILL NOT INSURE. 


Spectacied Man Not Unusually Pro- 
tected by Law Against Assault. 
Itis the common’ opinion that for 

striking a man with glasses on there 
is a severer penalty than for striking 
bim under similar circumstances when 
he is not wearlng glasses, Careful 
search, however, does not bring forth 
any statutory provision which declares 
the offense greater when the man who 
is struck wears glasses. 

The prevalence of this Idea is due, no 
doubt, to the probability of the judge 
in such cases giving the conylcted the 
extreme penalty. The legal term for 
assault under such dreumstances 1s 
“mayhem,” signifying that the assall- 
ant has, In one way or another, de- 
prived bis victim of the power of de- 
fending himself. 

During an altercation from which a 
struggle is apt to ensue any one wear- 
ing glasses would be wise to remove 
them, unobserved, !f possible, however, 
because if noticed it might act as a sig- 
nal to begin hostilities 

Many think that glesses would be a) 
source of general protection In these, 
cases, and often take advantage on) 
that ground; but this ts wrong, be- 
cause no court would hold It worse 
to strike a man with glasses on than 
one without, unless the assailant struck 
directly at bis opponent's eyes with the 
Intent to wound or maim him, and 
whether one were bit elsewhere would 
not enter the case at all.—Jeweler's 
Circular Weekly.

THE ALASKAN CABLE 

Gen. Allen’s report, as chief sig- 
ial officer of the army, on the 
Alaskan telegraph system, will be 
a surprise to all except those who 
»,"e familiar as the people of Seattle 
_are with the workings of the Alaska 
tclegraph system. Even many cit: 
izens here will be interested to learn 
of the oxtentand importance of the 
system, 

There are, it appears, neariy 4,000 
aniiss of cable, land lines and wire- 
ueot system, of which rather more 
than one half is submarine cable. 
Gen. Allen believes that the cable 
is worth more today than its cost to 


the government, considering its 
esroire power. The cost was only 
A / over a million dollars, $481 
a tulle, im fact, while the land line 
cost #517 a mile and a total of 


548,009, The votal cost of all the 
government’s Alaskan telegraph 
system is very nearly $2,000,000. 
The receipts for commercial mes- 


sages amounted to $178,779, nearly 
0 prs vomt of sho vust uf tho system. 


Shis cmount was received for more 


mercial messages, and does not in- 
clude over 53,000 messages sent by 
the government itself. 

Gen. Allen suggests that in view 
of the increased business an in- 
crease in the capacity of the cable 
between Seattle and Sitka is neces- 
sary and that the system should be 
duplexed and that an additional 
cable is advisable. He also con- 
siders the extension to Wrangell 
and Ketchikan important, and says 
‘that the secretary of war has al- 
ready approved it. 

The chief signal officer, says the 
P.-I., is to be congratulated upon 
the efficient work done by the gov- 
ernment’s Alaska telegraph system. 
Without it the present rapid deyel- 
opment of Alaska would have been 
greatly delayed. 

So far as the indorsement and 
support of his recommendations 
are concerned, the business men of 


this community will be found to 
ve practically unanimous. The 


service has been and is as efficient | 


as the wire itself will permit. On 
the part of the signal corps, its offi- 
cers and its men, the public has no 
ground of comdlaint whatever.

Some may say 
we are treading on ground where 
we have no business. Let them go 
down into their pockets and hand 
out the amount necessary to equip 
a printing office and they will be 
readily convinced of their error. 
We have plead for a meeting of the 
chamber of commerce, but no such 
meeting is held; and the world 
wags on. But we are of the opinion 
that if immediate and concerted ac- 
tion is not taken by our business 
men, we will have an opportunity 
of saying farewell to the west coast, 
trade, mail service and all. 





The following item gives one a 
fair idea of how Alaska is growing 
and how much of the money is stay- 
ing in the country in the way of 
permanent improvement and mak- 
ing homes: “For the twelvemonth 
ending June, 1906, there was sent 
to Alaska $60,582 worth of jewelry, 
$19,922 of pianos, $16,806 of paper 
hangings, $5,155 of perfumery and 
cosmetice, $21,614 of silks, 1,210,- 
007 dozens of eggs valued at $299,- 
591. Mowers, reapers, plows and 
cultivators were sent here; over 
$110,000 of horses and 10 per cent 
of that value in mules; over $112,- 
000 of books, engravings and etch- 
ings; over $100,000 in electrical 
appliances; $25,000 of printing 
presses, two steam fire engines, or- 
gans, automobiles; over $45,000 
yards of carpet, $1,425 of painting 
and statuary, and last, but not least, 
and most significant, $7,786 of chil- 
dren’s toys.”
